First, I 
have briefly discussed a relation- 
ship, one that is important in com- 
municating the suggestions that 
follow and one that frequently) is 
forgotten or misinterpreted. 

George Washington studied 
cybernetics in order to master the 
mathematics necessary to do land 
surveying. This method [of 
organizing instruction into 
separate disciplines of knowledge 
was relatively novel for his day — 
and marked the emergence of an 
approach still seen in our high 
schools and colleges today. 

The important point here is that 
President Washington’s communi- 
ty needed surveyors for fhe con- 
tinued exploration of the New 
World, and his educational com- 
munity responded. .

Granite City has more potential 
to be an excellent community than 
any in the immediate area| We are 
fortunate that our disadvantages 
can be compensated for |and, in 
some cases, alleviated if the peo- 
ple decide that it is needed.
